CztJgote Denies That He Had 


. Any Accomplice 


INaSOHISTS' 
MOVEMENTS 


Unknown to the Police of Our Large 


Cities—Emma Goldman Said to Be 
Under Surveillance—Secret Service 
Men Locate Maguio 


Buffalo, Sept. 10.—Czolgosz, the assail- 


ant 
of President McKinley, went 


through another long examination yes- 
terday at the hands of the police offi- 
cials, but emerged from it without hav- 
ing added anything material to their 
knowledge of the case. 


The chief effort of the detectives was 


to draw from the prisoner some admis- 
sion as to his accomplices, but he per- 
sistently stuck to his denial that he was 
assisted in any way in the commission 
of his crime. 
Every possible device 


was resorted to in the effert to obtain the 
information, but the prisoner main- 
tained his position and could not be 
shaken. 
In answer to questions he 


again went over the events of Friday, 
and told, subsequently, the same story 
PS in the original confession.. 


Czolgosz carefully weighed his an- 


swers, and when conclusions that he 
did not approve were taken from his 
statements, insisted upon making ex- 
planations of nig exact meaning. 
The 


police Ij^ve about concluded that more 
effective work on the plot theory can 
be done on the outside, although Czol- 
gosz will probably have another ex- 
perience with the third degree of police 
craft today. 


The general investigation of the case 


progresses slowly because the men on 
it must cover a large amount of prelim- 
inary ground before they do effective 
work. 
According to the local authori- 


ties, the police of the country know very 
little about the anarchists. They say 
that secret service men do not show any 
special familiarity with them, and that 
there does not seem to be a single city 
police department in the country that 
has more than a general knowledge of 
them. 
Members of the Buffalo force 


admit that they have never g-Sven Amer- 
ican anarchists serious consideration, 


Since the president was shot, they 


have found that there are at least 20 
avowed anarchists in Buffalo. 
Here 


as elsewhere, it has been necessary for 
the detectives to first satisfy themselves 
as to the identity of men whom they 
never had occasion to watch before. No 
other arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the case, and the local po- 
lice say that they do not anticipate any 
for the present. 


It is believed that hpth Emma Gold- 


roan and Julius Schwab,will be detained 
by the police whenever they are found. 
Superintendent Bull has made a general 
request to the police of the country that 
any one suspected of complicity he de- 
tained and examined. 
The police of 


Chicago, Cleveland, Detroit and other 
middle-state cities are co-operating with 
the local officers in gracing out the move- 
ments of the prisoner, before the crime, 
and Superitendent Bull says that they 
have practically accounted for him for 
the six weeks that preceded his arrival | 
at Buffalo.

Czolgosz is still kept secluded, and the 


detectives are the only ones who have 
access to him. He is still strong and 
healthy, aud eats well. Knowledge of 
the condition of the president is kept 
from him. He knows that on Friday 
night the president was still alive, but 
has been given no information since 
then. 


Not once since his confinement, either 


In talking with his guards or when up 
for examination, has he asked as to the 
fate of his victim. 


No plans for the arraignment of the 


prisoner have been considered by Dis- 
trict Attorney Penaey.

PEACE HOT EFFECTED 


No Change In the Status of 


the Steel Strike 


SHAFFER IN FULL CONTROL 


Upon Him Will Best Responsibility 


For Any Further Negotiations With 
Corporation—Seventy-Six Blills 
In 


^ Union Plants Now In Operation 


Pittsburg, Sept, 10.—The last effort 


to settle the steel strike has failed. The 
general executive board of the Amalga- 
mated association adjourned without 
date last evening, and without either 
accepting any of the peace propositions 
from the United States Steel corporation 
or without making any counter-propo- 
sitions. 


The semi-official report Is that the 


proposition secured for the Amalga- 
mated association through the interven- 
tion of the representatives of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation was unsatis- 
factory and that the entire matter of 
arranging for a settlement was left with 
President Shaffer. 


At the close of the meeting of the na- 


tional executive board last evening 
President Shaffer declared that he had 
no statement^ make, but subsequently 
said: 
"The board has adjourned. No 


peace proposition has been received and 
none made." 
Still later, he added he 


or no member of the board would go 
to New York during the night to submit 
a peace proposition, saying that he 
would be at headquarters as usual to- 
day. 


The members of the board were 


averse to making statements supple- 
mental to that of President Shaffer. It 
was stated by some of the members of 
the board that the adjournment had 
left matters practically as they were be- 
fore the meeting had been called and 
that the strike must go on as before. 


Yesterday completed the flrst 30 days 


since the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany, the American Tin Plate company 
and the American Steel Hoop company 
began their attempt to start the union 
plants of the company in the face of the 
Amalgamated association strike. Aside 
from the Clark plant of the Steel Hoop 
company, and the Upper and Lower 
Union mills of the Carnegie company, 
where the attempt to render the strike 
effective was never a success, thq three 
companies have during the m6ntb suc- 
ceeded in placing in operation 76 milW 
in the union plants, single turn. Indi« 
cations are that the number will be 
doubled within tlie next 10 days, if th« 
strike is not settled before that time. 
With the results known in these pre» 
limiuary skirmishes at a few chossa 
points, all three companies have now 
prepared to carry the figrht into every 
union plant without further delay. 


At McKeesport last evening, the strife* 


ers. following up an advantage of the 
morning, in keeping the workmen frcm 
entering the National Tube Works, 
gathered about the gates of the plant in 
great numbers, and warned the f aw men 
•who came out not to return to work. It 
is generally believed the company will 
appeal to the sheriff or governor for 
protection.

APPROPRIATING THE SIDEWALK. 


The work on the Dowlin building on 


Main street has progressed 
to the 


point where the sidewalk has been ap- 
propriated to the use of the builders 
and the people have been turned Into 
the street. 


We do not mean to imply that the 


public begrudges the builders the use 
of the sidewalk during W progress of 
construction. To surrender part of the 
^dewalk at such times is one of the 
sacrifices the public expects to make 
to growth and progress. But the very 
willingness on the part of the people 
to make this sacrifice leaves it in- 
Cumbent on the builders to recognize 
the rights and convenience of the pub- 
lic. If the people are to be turned into 
the street they have a right to part of 
the street and some means should be 
taken to secure it for them. 


It is a rule of the city government 


•in such cases, as it is Jn most cities 
and towns, to require the owner or 
builder of a block, where the roping 
off or closing in of the sidewalk is 
Mecuary, to construct a board walk in 
the street around the obstruction. The 
requirement is always expressed here 
when permission is given to use the 
sidewalk; but it is quite a long time 
since any builder has 
felt himself 


called^ upon to pay any further atten- 
tion to the requirement. 


So it has come to pass that the pub- 


lic's patience has been tried nearly to 
the. breaking point, and there is a gen- 
eral demand upon the city officials to 
enforce the law. The officials must 
noc merely require but must insist on 
performance.

matter; they may now choose between 
enforcing the law and reckoning with 
an arouced public.

EAGLE MILL CLOSED 


Contemplated Closing Went Into Effec 


Today. Mill Will Be Used 


The Eagle mill, which this paper re- 


ported some time ago wag to be dis- 
continued as a cotton plant, was shut 
down today, throwing about 100 em- 
ployes out of work. Most of these wil 
seek -work in other cotton mills, and it 
is probable that a good number of 
them will leave the city. 


The reasons for shutting down the 


mill are that it is too small and out 
of date to be successfully operated for 
the manufacture 
of 
cotton 
goods. 


Great changes have come to this line 
of business in the jast few years, as 
to every other, and the consequence is 
that the mill has not been profitabla 
enough to satisfy • the 
company for 


some time past. The mill is owned by 
the Widsor company, which says that 
in the near future it will be put to a 
different use, and some part of the 
company woik will be done there. Just 
what this will be is not given out. 
Most of the machinery will have to be 
changed, and the company has no 
doubt that the mill can be profitably 
operated on some other kind of work. 
It is expected that__as many or more 
hands will be employed under the new 
arrangement as when cotton cloth was 
made, and so there will be no indus- 
trial loss to the city except a tem- 
porary one. It is not stated just when 
the mill will be started up on the new 
work, but it will probably be in a few 
months.

Racing Queen's Chances. 


MINK OTJP CONTEST WILL BE CLOSE 


C/omHioflore Adams Say* Sir Thomn* 


'. Lipton Has on-Even Chance to VWn. 
.. Kaval Architect Point* Out How tbe 


Columbia la Superior to the Consti- 
tution. 


/ "Lipton has the best chance to lift 
the cup that the other side-iCver had," 
baid Commodore Frederick T. Adams 
of the Larchmont Yacht club when 
seen the other day by a New "York 
Times reporter shortly after it became 
known ihat the Columbia would de- 
fend the international cup.- "The races, 
I believe, will be very close, the closest 
jwe have ever had; Tfie chances, to 
imy mind, ore equal. It will be even 
money in the betting; but, of course, I 
'hope that Columbia will win. I have 
no criticism to matte upon the action of 
the committee. It is composed of com- 
ipetent men, able yachtsmen, and I 
(know they have carefully weighed ev- 
,ery point before determining that Co- 
lumbia is the better boat. - 
! "The Constitution is a disappoint- 
iment in that she has not come up to 
expectations, but I consider Columbia 
a much better boat than she was two 
iyears ago. She has been improved and 
"has the grand advantage of a crew 
Stbat works her to a nicety. I think I 
!am stating the truth In saying that 
ever since Sir Thomas Lipton arrived 
ihere h.e and his friends have feared 
.the Columbia more than the Constitu- 
tion. 


1 "I consider Shamrock II. a vastly su- 
perior boat to Shamrock I. The chal- 
lenger is one of'the handsomest boats 
of her kind that I have ever seen, and 
I think she has just as good a chance 
'as the Columbia to win, but I do not 
foelieve there is any valid proof to base 
ithe assumption that the new boat is 
ten minutes faster than Shamrock T. 
.Watson, the new Shamrock's dpsigncr, 
has said ihat Columbia is a better boat 
than the Constitution, and I 'do not 
think the Lipton forces were very 
much surprised at the decision. 
It 


practically guarantees the closest kind 
of yacht racing." 


Commodore Adams has been a guest ] 


of Sir' Thomas Lipton recently and has 
had ample opportunity to inspect tlw 
challenger, and his assertion that the 
chances are even ia based upon actual 
knowledge of the good points of both 
boats. When asked if he believed Her- 
reshoff had reached the limit of speedy 
yacht designing, he unhesitatingly re- 
plied that ho did. 


• "Herreshoff had every means at his 
hand to do his best and unlimited cap- 
ital behind him," said Commodore Ad- 
ams, "but the Constitution has not 
shown any all around superiority over 
the old boat. The Columbia, therefore, 
stands as the best example of Herre- 
ehoff's yachting ability." 


Percy Chnbb said: "I think the 


Shamrock's chances of winning are 
considerably brightened by selecting 
the Columbia. I am not yet ready to 
admit that the latter is faster than the 
Constitution, but under present condi- 
tions she le assuredly better fitted for 
the cup race than the new yacht. The 
trouble with, the Constitution, I believe, 
has been with her sails. 
She never 


had such a sot o? Sails as a boat of her 
'style should have. Herreshoff has been 
sick and unable to give much attention 
to the boat, and he has not given her 
proper sails. It Is a difiicult matter, I 
(know, to fit n boat like the Constitu- 
tion, That trouble has been her great 
weakness. The Columbia is in fine 
shape now, and I expect her to win." 
| There was no criticism of the com- 
'mlttee among the yachtsmen who were 
ppoken to on the selection of the Co- 
lumbia. Most of them had made up 
,their minds apparently that the Co- 
lumbia was the better bont, but several 
bad expected that in view of the Con- 
stitution's better stowing in the second 


ice, cqrabiued \vid her unfortunate, 


jeail acciti'jiu, another trial race would 
ibe held. Still on this point there was 
scarcely any criticism, for it wits ac- 
knowledged that the time was getting 
late. 


One practical yachtsman who did not 


.wish to be quoted said that it was 
quite likely the committee In making 
Its decision before another trial had 
taken into consideration the handling 
pf tbe boats, which has been vastly su- 
perior on the Columbia. Its crew has 
(been better than the men sailing the 
Constitution, as several changes have 
{taken place in the crew of the latter 
boat. On the other hand, the Colum- 
bia's crew know their boat perfectly 
jand can be depended upon to get every 
inch of speed out of her. This, there- 
fore, made a strong point in selecting 
the old boat, It was believed. 
The 


epeaker was also inclined to believe 
that Herreshoff had done his best with 
the Columbia and could not improve 
upon her. "Watson has made the 
Shamrock a close copy of the Colum- 
bia," he added, "and if Herreshoff can- 
not improve upon her I am sure Wat- 
eon could not beat her." 


I That the coming races would be close 
every man admitted, and there was an 
.unmistakable feeling of excitement 
about the outcome that had not been 
bo apparent previous to the selection 
bf a defender. The yachtsmen, how- 
iever, were all inclined to believe that 
the Columbia v/ould prove the winning 
boat again. 
] A. Gary Smith, J. Beavor-Webb and 
other prominent yacht designers would 
jexpress no opinion upon the technical 
merits of either boat, nor would they 
eay that they believed Herreshoff had 
reached his limit in bringing out fast 
yachts. A. Cary Smith is now engaged 


l»n plans for a yacht for tbe emperor 
of Germany. 


"It would be a violation of profes- 


efocal etiquette for me to say Anything 
regarding the merits of the two boats," 
he said. 


A prominent naval architect of New 


York city, a member of a large con- 
structing firm, said the other night to a 
reporter of the New York Herald that 
the challenge committee in selecting 
the Columbia as the America's cup de- 
fender had probably come to the con- 
clusion that she was a safer and more 
reliable boat than the Constitution. * 
The architect, who did not care to have 
bis name mentioned, added that the Co- 
lumbia had won the majority of her 
races with the Constitution and that 
under the circumstances it was fair to 
presume that the Constitution's defeat 
was not due to the poor sails, but to the 
fact that sfie was inherently an infe- 
rior boat. 


The Constitution had three main- 


sails and three complete sets of other 
sails, while the Columbia bad but one 
set, and certainly one of the Constitu-"] 
tion'e three should be as good as the 
Columbia's one. The challenge com- 
mittee, in reviewing the records of the 
tw.o yachts, had probably been influ- 
enced by certain facts which did not 
admit of dispute. The Columbia had a 
much heavier hull than her rival and 
had proved herself to be sound and 
eolid. As much could not be said for 
the Constitution. So far as known, it 
had not bccif necessary to make any re- 
pairs on the Columbia's hull. Repairs 
had, on the other hand, been found 
necessary on her rival, although the 
latter had only been in one seaway. 


The Constitution had lost her main- 


mast, and it had had to be replaced. 
The Columbia hod gone through one 
entire season with but a single mishap, 
and that had not occurred during a 
race. The construction of the Consti- 
tuti6n, moreover, had been In the na- 
ture of an experiment, although it was 
true that she did not differ radically 
from the Columbia. The Constitution 
finally had not been thoroughly tested 
in heavy weather and in a bad sea, and, 
on the whole, the Columbia had prob- 
ably seemed the safer boat of the two. 


The navaJ arehJtect said that he did 


not care to discuss the relative merits 
of the Columbia and the Shamrock II. 
and explained that indeed it was im- 
possible to do so, there being no data 
by which the two could be compared.

COLUMBIA'S HEADGEAR. 


Helmet on the GoddeM on ine 


Capitol at WMhtnctoa. 


Many visitors to the capital at Wash- 


ington who view that grand building for 
the first time are puzzled over the head- 
gear worn by the goddess of freedom 
that surmounts the dome and which nat- 
urally suggests an Indian maiden rather 
than a dignified goddess. Its great alti- 
tude, nearly 300 feet, "lends enchant- 
ment to the view" and leaves the observ- 
er in doubt as to the real character of 
the statue. 


There is an interesting story about the 


bead ornament of the goddess with 
.which Jefferson Davis ia intimately con- 
nected. 
Crawford's original model of 


the statue had a liberty cap, jeweled 
iwith a circle of stars. The cap was in 
shape aad style what is known as the 
•Phrygian cap, "the badge of the freed 
Blave," as it was characterized by Jeffer- 
eon Davis in his letter to Captain M. C- 
Meiggs, the engineer officer in charge of 
the building. 


There was considerable correspondence 


between Mr. Davis', who was at the time 
secretary of war, and Mr. Crawford, 
which passed through Captain Meiggs, 
the result of which was a modification 
of the original design and substitution of 
a helmet surrounded by a crest of eagle 
plumes, for the liberty cap, which gives 
it the appearance of an Indian war bon- 
net. 


In a letter to Captain Meiggs dated 


Jan. 15, 1S56, Secretary Davis wrote: 
"As to the cup, I can only Bay, without 
Intending to press the objection formerly 
made, that it seems to me its history 
renders it inappropriate to a people who 
were born free and would not be easily 
enslaved. * 
* 
* But the liberty 


cap has an established origin in its use 
as the badge of the freed slave, and, 
though It shonld have another emblemat- 
ic meaning today, a recurrence to that 
origin may give to it in the future the 
same popular acceptation which it had 
In the past." 


In compliance with the suggestions and 


to meet the objections of Mr. Davis 
Crawford changed bis design and on 
March 18, 1856, wrote Captain Meiggs: 
"I read with much pleasure the letter of 
the honorable secretary, and bis remarks 
have induced me to dispense with the 
cap and put in its place a helmet, the 
crest of which is composed of an eagle's 
head and a bold arrangement of feathers, 
cuggested by the costume of our Indian 
tribes." 


The statue is 10 feet 6 inches high and 


Weighs 14,956 pounds. It was raised to 
Its place in fire sections, two weeks be- 
ing occupied in the work. The crowning 
section was raised aad put in place at 
Hoon on Dec. 2, 1863, when a field bat- 
tery stationed in the capitol grounds fired 
a national salute. In accordance with 
orders from the war department the fir- 
ing of this salute was the signal to the 
torts on the Maryland side of the river 
to "commence firing," and each of the 
fort* constituting the chain of defenses 
that completely surrounded the national 
capital in its tarn saluted the completed 
•tttue.—Philadelphia Ledger.

ervatlons to settlement haa been 
:watched with no little interest 


i Oklahoma, the territory whlcb will 
[profit by this oew citizenship, has for 
some time been a candidate for etate- 
jhood honors. Bills providing tor her 
!admlssloo were Introduced in the Fif- 
ty-sixth congress; but, like many other 
measures of Importance, failed of con- 
sideration for lack of .time. There Is 
every prospect that the Fifty-seventh 
congress will provide for her admission 
with reasonable promptness. The only 
{really doubtful question involved is 
whether Oklahoma shall be admitted 
with her present territorial area or in- 
clude the Indian Territory. Her im- 
portance as a state will be largely de- 
jtermined by the settlement of this 
(question. 


I The bill Introduced by Senator Pair- 
banks in the last congress provided 
that congress might In its discretion 
'attach the Indian Territory to Oklaho- 
|ma. The people of the two territories 
jare considerably divided over the prop- 
osition. As a rale the people of the In- 
dian Territory want to come in as a 
'separate state. In Oklahoma there are 
many who want separate statehood 
'and likewise many who desire one 
state formed of both territories. The 
Fairbanks bill provided for Immediate 
statehood for Oklahoma, leaving it to 
'congress to determine what shall be 
done with the Indian Territory when 
the work of the Dawes commission is 
•finished and admission is applied for. 


j Naturally politics figures largely In 
Ithe case. At present Oklahoma is Re- 
jpublican, but by a very narrow mar- 
gin, unless the new population has ma- 
terially 
increased 
the 
Republican 


strength. This is the feature of the re- 
jcent opening which most attracts the 
.attention of the politicians. It is esti- 
jmated that the n«w territory brings in 
100,000 additional population. Half of 


I this number hails from the older set- 
tled sections of Oklahoma and Indian 


j Territory. The remaining 50,000 may 
|be divided as follows: From Kansas, 
,20,000; 15,000 from Texas and the re- 
jmaining^ 15,000 from the rest of the 
country/Missouri, Arkansas, Iowa and 
Nernska leading in supplying this lat- 
ter number. 
, On the hypothesis that 50,000 of the 
'settlers were from Oklahoma and the 
'Indian Territory it might appear to 
some that there are only 50,000 new 
people in Oklahoma as a result of the 
opening of the new country, but as It 
'Is clear that new population must take 
[the places of the homesteaders it is 
isafe to ast&me that Oklahoma is about 
J100.000 more populous than when the 
(census was taken last June, making 
[her approximate population at this 
itlme about 500,000. As to the division 
ot the new population politically, that 
is difficult to determine, but investiga- 
tion suggests that it Is closely divided 
(between the two great parties, with a 
goodly bunch of Kansas Populists 
thrown in to make matters interesting. 


Probably the Republicans have the 


best of the deal by possibly as many as 
2,000 votes. The claim of Delegate 
Flynn that Oklahoma will be a Repub- 
lican state if admitted as a separate 
| state is reasonable, and this fact is a 
'potent argument with a Republican 
'congress to admjt her separately, since 
[the Indian Territory is strongly Demo- 
'cratlc and would possibly overwhelm 
the Republican margin of Oklahoma 
should the one state idea be adopted by 
congress. 


At any rate, If the Fairbanks bill is 


[enacted the election of 1902 will show 
Ijust how strongly Oklahoma is Repub- 
lican on account of the new population, 
'and If the figures look encouraging the 
Indian Territory can be attached ID 
Itime for the election of 1904. If the 
campaign of 1904 should find the two 
territories In as one state, it would be 
'a state of a million people, with sev- 
en votes In the electoral college. It la 
|easy to see it might cut an important 
'figure In the presidential campaign if 
'the contest should be close. 


I Arizona and New Mexico, too, are 
.still clamoring for statehood. Arizona, 
Jaccordlng to the new census, has a pop- 
'ulation of less than 125,000, while PTew 
Mexico is still under 200,000. New 
'Mexico IB not represented by a Re- 
publican delegate, but the Democrats 
are numerous enough to carry the terri- 
tory most of the time. Arizona Is still 
Democratic aud would probably re- 
main so even if statehood should be 
'granted at the hands of a Republican 
administration. 
! If Oklahoma should be admitted aa a 
separate state and Arizona and New 
'Mexico should also be admitted, the 
chances are, in the absence of an ad- 
verse tidal wave, that Oklahoma and 
•New Mexico would add eight electoral 
Lvotes to tlic TfrnniOican colnmn,jnvhlle!

| On the other band, should Oklahoma 
'•and Indian Territory be admitted as 
one state in time to participate in the 
election of 1904 and Arizona aod New 
Mexico should also be admitted the 
Democrats would be more than likely 
to capture the seven from Okianoma 
and three frohj Arizona, leaving the 
Republicans little more than an even 
chance for the three from Nevr Mexico. 
Since the admission of the continental 
territories la bound to be seriously 
considered by the new congress the de- 
termination of the question of separate 
statehood for Oklahoma and the In- 
dian Territory is -of great Importance- 
fcoth to the great parties and to the peo- 
ple of the territories as well. The only 
certain thing at this time is that Okla- 
homa will be granted some sort of 
statehood. She may be admitted and 
Arizona and New Mexico left out, but 
It IB certain that when the Oklahoma 
bill comes »p for consideration the Arl- 
eona and N6w Mexico people arc going 
to make desperate efforts to get in. 


AN UNCANNY IMPULSE. 


Strange Desire Many Peraon* 


Feel to Court Death. 


Much lias been written concerning the 


almost uncontrollable impulse to jump off 
which, many persons experience when 
standing on a high place. Akin to this 
impulse is that which seems absolutely 
to force people to touch a dangerous ob- 
ject. In many cigar stores there are little 
automatic cutters provided for taking the 
tip off of the cigar by simply pressing the 
end into a small round opening about the 
size of the end of one's finger. It is sur- 
prising how many men will poke their 
fingers deliberately iuto these cutters, al- 
though they are perfectly aware that they 
will have a piece of the flesh nipped off. 
Any cigar man who has one of these cut- 
ters on his case will tell you stories of 
such people that will surprise you. There 
seems to be a strong tendency in the 
human race to "monkey with the buzz- 
saw." 


A phase of this subconscious idiosyn- 


crasy—as it might be called for want of 
a better name—has been developed by the 
use of electricity as a mechanical force. 
Many people have a desire which they 
hardly can control to touch electric ma- 
chinery or wires, even when they know 
that the wires are charged with a deadly 
current and that to touch the machine 
means instant death. 


An electrical engineer in speaking of 


this strange impulse says: "I have known 
instances where electricians actually had 
to turn and run from a machine- to pre- 
vent giving way to this peculiar influ- 
ence. Not long ago a man who was em*" 
ployed to sit and watch the switchboard 
in one of the London dynamo shops fell 
n victim to the influence. As he felt the 
desire growing stronger he moved his 
chair back from the board. Instead of 
getting used to the work, he became 
more afraid of it. Each day the desire 
to walk up and touch one of those switch- 
boards grew stronger. At the end of two 
weeks the young man resigned his place. 
He could not stand the strain. It re- 
quired all his will power to restrain him 
while on duty, and at night his nervous 
system was so upset that he could not 
sleep. He realised that to touch any one 
of the switches before him meant instant 
death, and his caly safety lay in getting 
away from the beard altogether. 


"I have no dou?jt that many deaths 


from electric shock are brought about in 
this way. In an idle moment a person 
will catch sight of a switch, a wire or 
eome other bea-Hly char?ed bit of ap- 
paratus, and a strange desire to touch it 
will come over him. In a moment of 
weakness he gives way to it and the re- 
sult is instant deaih. We frequently read 
of accidental deaths from electric shock 
when there is no apparent reason why 
the victim should have touched a live 
wire. I believe that such cases are at- 
tributable directly to this influence."— 
New York Press.

In taking up plants for transplanting 


secure all of the roots possible. 


Cultivation in a dry time is most inju- 


rious to weeds and beneficial to crops. 


If you desire a stocky branched graft, 


nip the end of the young growth efter it 
has grown six inches or more. 


To destroy ants in tho lawn it is rec- 


ommended to dig to the bottom 'of the 
nests and cover the bottom with coarse 
salt and fill in the soil again. 


Mulching continuously is not advisable 


with any kind of fruit trees, as it draws 
the roots too near the surface, so that 
they lose their hold on the soil.

Dead wood may readily be Been at 
any time, and all such should be cut out. 


Young shade trees should be trimmed 


Into shape the first few years after set- 
ting out.

Designed and 
Handsomely 


Furnished.

The hustling town of AdamSi with 


its 
prosperous 
manufactories 
and 


largest fine cotton plant in the world, 
has long since feu the need of a good 
hotel. Unlike North Adams, "the city 
of hotels," the mother town has lacked 
a suitable building whe^e modern ac- 
commodations could be offered com- 
mercial and other traveling men or 
visitors. This want, however, has been 
satisfied, and with the opening of the 
Barrett, which took place Monday 
night, the town has a hotel which 
ranks with the best in the county. In 
accommodations;., style, 
apliiearancte 


and appointment, it is a worthy com- 
petitor of them all. -That it will be 
given the patronage it so richly de- 
serves is almost beyond a doubt, and 
success should crown tie efforts of its 
owner and proprietor Henry J. Bar- 
rett, from who mit takes its name. 


Tr • building itself is from an archi- 


tectural standpoint, second to none in 
Adams, and is a credit to Lapointe & 
Bond of this city- Its attractive ap- 
pearance is due to the simplicity of its 
lines, aind it might be said that it is 
the largest fine building in 
Adams 


Built of buff brick- with white mar- 
ble trimmings, it stands out prominent 
ly on the corner 
of Pleasant 
and 


Spring streets, less than 50 yards from 
the Boston & Albany railroad depot 
and in the center of the business sec- 
tion. It has a, steel frame and is 
strictly fire poof. At the time the 
foundation was started a description 
of tho building, which cost about $60,- 
00 \ \~vss given. However a description 
rf the furnishings will be none the 
less interesting. 


The structure has 
two front en- 


t-antes to the hotel proper, one di- 
rect'v opposite the 
<3e o>t on Myrtle 


street and the other on the corner of 
Pleasant and Spring streets. The for- 
me will be generally understood as the 
main ladies' entrance, while the cor- 
ner entrance opens directly into the 
large and well arranged office. 
The 


office floor is of Mosaic tiles, red and 
white, and the figure arrangement is 
very noticeable^ On entering is the in- 
scription, "The Barrett," in red .white 
and black til«s. The wainscotting- is 
of quartered oak and the terra cotta 
walls harmonize in color with 
the 


white steel ceiling. 
The office desk 


and counter is circular in shape and 
is also of quartered oak, prettily pan- 
eled. The office equipments are aU of 
quatered oak and a telephone system, 
connecting with every room in 
the 


house is a modern convenience. From 
the north-east corner of the 
main 


office opens the writing room. Its fur- 
nishings are similar to those of the 
office. 
The furniture is all of quar-' 


tered oak and the cnairs are uphols- 
tered leather. 
The lavatory is con- 


veniently arranged and is reached by 
a hall which leads from the office to 
the men's cafe^ It is fitted with Ten- 
nessee marble and the plumbing is 
strictly up to date. On the east and 
west sides of the clerk's desk are two 
doors, both of which lead to the main 
hall on the first floor. The east en- 
trance leads directly to the elevator, 
which was put in by the Plunger Ele- 
vator company of Worcester. The en- 
trance to the cellar is also reached at 
this point. The west door opens di- 
rectly into the hall at the Pleasant 
street entrance and is at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the. second floor, 
The hall on the first floor leads t0 the 
rear of the building and on the south 
sides are doors leading to the hotel 
barber 
shop, 
conducted . by James 


Healey and to the news, stationery 
jewelry and optical parlors of Harry 
M. Parsons. 
There are also several 


large sample rooms on the south side 
and on the north are entrances to the 
men's cafe and wholesale liquor store 
This hall and the sample rooms are 
finished in hard pine. 


The stairway leading to the second 


floor, or hotel proper, is of quartered 
oak and is highly polished. The steps 
are covered with rubber matting held 
in place by brass fixtures. On reach- 
the head of the stairway, 
the 
open 


court, used for lighting, is hi evi- 
dence. To the right of the stairs is a 
short hall leading to the dining room 
and to the general parlor. To vne reft 
is a long hal'way that extends the lull 
length of the building and leads to the 
sleeping apartments and also to the 
reception room. 


The dining room could not be better 


suited for its purpose. 
It occupies 


nearly the entire south side of the 
building and has a highly polished 
floor. The wainscotting is of lin-crus- 
ta-walton dado, with oak panels. The 
steel ceiling is tinted and harmonizes 
with the green tinted walls. The win- 
dows are Craped with Irish point lace 
curtains. The tabl.es are of quartered 
«ak and will seat two, four oraij pjacy 
pie. The entire sealing capacity of the 
room is 150. On either side of the 
room are heavy oak s'deboards 
for 


storing the silverware, whch is 
of 


Rogers Bros." special design and 
is 


properly marked. Well selected pic- 
tures adorn, the walls. 


Th£*e 
are 
triple swinging doors 


leading through two halls from the 
dining room to the kitchen. The sec- 
ond door admits to the dishwashing 
department and is fitted with heavy 
wooden sinks. 
Shelves for the china 


ware, etc., and a table for sen-Ing the 
waiters are well arranged. The pas- 
try department is alfo easy of access. 


The kitchen is of the most modern 


style and its equipments ar* excel-, 
lent. Rramhall, Dcane & Co. of New 
York.have furnished 
dish warmers, 


which are connected with 
steam, a 


steam table, a charcoal broiler and a 
two. fire and three ovoa ranges, with 
a hood to prevent smok<! or cooking 


from rising and entering the 


dining room. The chef 8 pantry is en- 
closed by wire netting. Another im- 
portant culinary adjunct is the refrig- 
erator, it Is of the Wolf> Sayer & 
Heller design and is-air tight. Mass- 
ive wooden doors enclose sections for 
the whole or cut meats, the fish, vege- 
tables, milk, cream, etc. The ice is 
placed on top and is carried from the 
ground floor by a freight elevator. 


The hall on the left of the stairway 


lading to second floor is very pretty. It 
is covered with a dark red velvet c'ar- 
pet and the walls are covered with a 
dark green and gold figured paper, the 
effect being pleasing. There are six 
large sleeping rooms, all handsomely 
carpeted and papered. 
The beds are 


either brass, mahogany or oak, the 
chairs are in keeping with the other 
furnishings. All tho rooms .ire well 
lighted with windows wnich face the 
street. The third story is also reached 
by a carpeted stairway and the whole 
floor is devoted to sleejslng rooms. The 
bridal chamber is one of th- 22 rooms 
on this floor, and it is all that might be 
expected. 
The fourth floor of 
the 


building will be similar to the third 
when finished, but will remain as a 
place for storage until patronage le- 
mands its use. There are 12 bath- 
rooms in.tho house. 


The entire hotel is fitted with brass 


fixtures 
for gas or electric lighting 


and the former will be used. 
There 


is a 
Johnson gasolone machine in the 


cellar, which will furnish the gas. It 
was put in by A. Haff, the company's 
Adams agent. 


Joseph Grogan is to manage the ho- 


tel. He was* a Pittsfield boy and first 
began hotel life at the old Burbank in 
Pittsfield, He has worked in the Buck 
ingham in New Yor^, 
and for some 


time was manager of the Murray hotel 
iH Holyoke. 


The furnishings were all made under 


the siip-srvision of Mr. Barrett and Mr 
Grogan. Peter T. Connors of Adams 
did the plumbing, Agent Ayers of the 
Bums furniture company tof Pittsfield 
furnished the 
carpets and furniture, 


Kennedy & Mclnncs of Pittsfield fur- 
nished ihe linen, A. A. Mills of Pitts- 
field the silver and W. H. Sp«rry of 
tMs city the china ware. 


Mrs. Grcgan will be housekeeper 


and Miss Helen Joyce, formerly of the 
Crawford in the White Hountains, will 
be pastry co'ok. The chef will be H. M, 
Simmons, who has been with the Wen- 
dell in Pittpfield and with leading ho- 
tels in tho south. 


Contractor p. J. Barrett, brother of 


the proprietor was the builder and the 
work was done by the day. It is a 
thorough picee of work and clearly de- 
monstrates his skill as a builder.
